CANCELLED! 

DIEF  SEIZES  ARMY

The  November  8th  election  has  been  cancelled ! 
A conservative  coup  in  Ottawa  has  ousted  the  govern- 
ment of  Prime  Minister  Pearson.  Led  by  Tory  chief 
John  Diefenbaker,  the  coup  seized  control  of  the  army 
and  marched  on  the  Parliament  Buildings  demanding 
Pearson’s  resignation.  A group  of  500  university  stu- 
dents joined  the  march  believing  that  it  was  an  anti- 
U.S.  demonstration. 

N.D.P.  leader  T.  C.  Douglas  termed  the  move 
'obviously  undemocratic’  and  indicated  he  would  re- 
quest that  the  U.N.  intervene.  In  an  exclusive  Toike 
interview  he  suggested  that  a U.N.  peace  force  led  by 
a National  Liberation  Front  Observation  Team  would 
be  a possible  solution. 

Pearson  supporters  have  fled  the  capital,  but  are 
regrouping  at  a bar  in  nearby  Hull  to  discuss  strategy. 
A Liberal  spokesman,  Gianetto  Dunfono,  suggested 
that  Canadian  troops  in  Cyprus  might  still  be  loyal  to 
Mr.  Pearson  and  it  is  understood  that  several  battalions 
are  already  being  airlifted  back  to  Canada  on  R.C.A.F. 
Bomarcs.  Their  arrival  date  is  uncretain. 

Mr.  Diefenbaker  in  an  address  to  Jhe  nation  stated 
anyone  found  flying  a maple-leaf  flag  would  be  tried 
for  treason  and  executed.  Production  of  the  red  ensign 
has  already  started  in  factories  all  over  the  land  in- 
cluding the  S.A.C.  printing  bureau.  Mr.  Diefenbaker 
added  that  the  U.S.  will  be  asked  to  pick  up  its  nu- 
clear warheads  from  Northern  Ontario  within  thirty 
days,  or  we  will  point  them  the  other  way  and  return 
them  ourselves. 

Lucien  Rivard,  contacted  at  his  home  in  Texas  (the 
Houston  Jail)  said  he  was  "disappointed”  in  Diefen- 
baker. He  added,  "I  never  did  like  violence". 

The  new  P.M.  announced  sweeping  reforms  includ- 
ing recognition  of  the  Engineering  Society  and  Red 
China.  Diefenbaker  reasoned  that  in  this  way  China 
might  pay  for  grain  in  shipments  of  rice,  which  he  eats 
for  breakfast. 

Another  refrain  will  be  the  abolition  of  university, 
an  obvious  solution  to  the  fees  problem.  At  press  time 
a counter  coup  was  being  organized  by  Mr.  Guy 
Markoo  which  had  behind  it  the  “full  resources  of  the 
F.L.Q.  and  other  peace  research  groups".
